VEXED RURAL 
SCHOOL PROBLEM 


The meeting held last Mon- 
day evening in the school house 
for a further discussion on 
Rural School Consolidation 
was well attended, and a num- 
ber of ratepayers expressed 
their views on the proposed 
amalgamation. A. Thomas ov- 
cupied the chair. 

Several of the speakers, 
while favoring the principle of 
consolidation were anxious for 
a little more information as to 
the cost of the new system, &e. 
Mr. Thibaudenn, in his address 
ata previous meeting had given 
anestimate of the cost, but 
something more definite was 
| desired. 
| It wes also stated by the 
supporters of consolidation 
that Mirror people should place 
them selves on record as_ being 
willing to assist the farmers in 
securing improved educational 
facilities, regardless of the cost. 

It was decided however, that 
before taking a vote on the 
question, that W. F. Puffer, 
M. P. P., be asked to address a 
meeting for the purpose of 
clearing up a number of prob- 
lems that have arisen since 
rural consolidation was first dis- 
cussed.

FIRST IN DARKEST 


Mungo Park's Dariig Plunge Into the 
Heart of the Continent. 

Mungo Park started out on bis Afri- | 
ean expedition—the first serlous at- 
tempt that was ever made to explore 
the “dark continent”—on Oct. 24, 1705. 
The lion hearted Scotchman, with two 
negro servants, set out from Gambia, 
on the west coast, and plunged fear- 
lessly into the task which before him 
ho white man had ever attempted. 

It took a real man to plunge into the 
unknown interior, filled with tales of 
the monstrous and the terrible. Huge 
serpents, roaring lions, great black 
cannibals, scorching heat, deadly fe- 
vers—who would dare to challenge 
these things? And so Africa remained 
“dart” until yesterday, as it were, 
while Moses was battling with his 
problem in the Arabian wilderness; 
while civilization was maturing in 
Egypt and Greece; while Roman repub- 
lics and empires were rising and fall- 
ing; while the modern nations were 
coming into being; while crusaders 
were fighting and troubadours sing- 
Ing; while Columbus was discovering 
the new world and Washington was 
founding the United States of America, 

But at last the man and the hour 
met, and the son of the Selkirkshire 
farmer took his brave leap into the 
mystery. In the mystery he remained 
a year and a half, when he reappeared, 
returned to England and wrote “Trav- 
els In the Interior of Africa,” a book 
which is still one of the most interest- 
ing in the libraries of the world. 

In the year 1805 Mungo Park started 
on his second trip to the dark conti- 
nent, a trip from which he was never 
to return. Resolved, with true Scotch 
grit, to “discover the mouth of the Ni- 
ger or perish in an attempt,” Park 
pushed on through the pathless forests 
until he reached a point between 9 and 
10 north latitude, where in attempting 
to make his escape from the natives, 
who were about to kill him, he was 
drowned in the mighty stream, which 
should be accepted as bis most fitting 
monument.—Rey.

MURDERED BY A MOTH.

His Opinion About Those Materialized 
by Mediums. 

Maurice Maeterlinck, writing about 
life after death in the Tortnightly Re- 
view, makes these remarks about the 
so called “spirits” that are materialized 
by mediums:

It is pos- 
sible, and no doubt we are wrong to 
believe that a spirit stripped of its 
body can suddenly be transformed and 
reach in a moment the level of our 
imaginings, but could they not at least 
inform us where they are and what 
they feel and what they do?’

A PIONEER RAILROAD 


_ A Curious Case and the Evidence Upon | 
Which It Was Decided, | 

In olden times it was not rare for | 
animals to be accused and convicted of | 


ONTARIO'S FIRST VENTURE WAS 
RIDICULED BY PUBLIC, 


Frederick Charles Capreol Was Re- 
sponsible for the Little Line Front 
Toronto to Bradford, But He Was 
Squeezed Out by Jealousy Before 
Fi.st Sod Was Turned — Times 
table In Manuscript. 


The first railway in Ontario om 
which locomotives were used, was the 
Iine from Toronto to Bradford, the 


company that built it being first 
known as the Toronto and Simcoe, 
then as the Ontario, Simcoe and Hu- 
ron, and later as the Northern Rail- 
way Company. 

The first promoter of that earliest 
of Ontario railways was Frederick 
Charles Capreol, a prominent busi- 
ness man of Toronto of that time. His 
name was really Caprioli, the name 
of a noble Italian family of great 
prominence several generations ago. 
One branch of the family removed 
to France, and the descendants are 
living there to this day. A second 
branch went to Mogland, where the 
name was Anglicized to Capreol. 

Frederick Charles Capreol, the 
pioneer railway promotor of Ontario, 
was born in England in 1803, his se~- 
cond name, Chase, being the name of 
his mother’s family. She was a niece 
of Sir Thomas Chase, and a relative 
of the Marquis of Salisbury. In 1828, 
when twenty-eight years of age, 
young Capreol was sent out to Canada 
to assist in settling up the affairs of 
the Northwest Fur Company, whick 
was being amalgamated with the 
Hudson's Bay Company. 

To Mr. Capreol is due the honor of 
having planned and promoted the 
first steam railway in the upper pro- 
vince. His plan was to connect Lake 
Ontario at Toronto with Lake Huron, 
by means of a railway, and at the 
same time open up the country north 
of Toronto, and especially the district 
around Lake Simcoe, 

It was a gigantic undertaking 
for the time, and the first obstacle 
that had to be overcome was lack 
of the necessary funds. Mr. Capreol’s 
first pla: was ingenious, if not par- 
ticularly sound. It was a lottery. 
His scheme Was to raise the neces- 
sary funds in this highly speculative 
manner, the proceeds from the sale 
of the lottery tickets to be used in 
purchasing 100,000 acres of land 
along the line of the projected rail- 
way, the idea being that the profits te 
be derived from the sale of the land 
would be sufficient to pay for the 
whole construction of the road. By 
some, the plan was viewed with dis- 
trust, and by others it was condemned 
as being a gambling scheme and, 
therefore, immoral. As a consequence 
of this distrust and opposition it fell 
through, 

Defeated in his first attempt, Mr. 
Capreol did not give up in despair. 
He simply changed his course, and 
adopted the plan that has been fol- 
lowed by almost every railway pro- 
moter since. He set to work and or- 
ganized a company. In 1849 thie com- 
pany was incorporated and granted 
a charter by the Legislature of Unit- 
ed Canada, but the Earl of Elgin, the 
Governor-General of that time, re- 
served the bill for the Queen’s as- 
sent. lt, therefore, had to be sent to 
London, England, a proceeding that 
required considerable time in those 
days of slow ships. 

When this new and apparently ser!i- 
ous difficulty was thrown in his way, 
people began to call the promotor of 
the company ‘‘Mad Capreol.” But 
neither the difficulties of the situa- 
tion nor the jeers of his neighbors 
daunted the enterprising and ener- 
etic man. He decided to go to Lon- 
don also, and plead in person the 
cause of his railway charter. His 
efforts were crowned with success. 
The royal assent was given to the 
bill on August 28, 1849, and within 
seven weeks after setting out from 
Toronto, Capreol was back with his 
railway charter in his pocket. 

Upon his return from England, 
Mr. Capreol was appointed general 
manager of the company, and now 
that all was ready for a start he 
made preparations for the turning of 
the first sod. 

And then, like a bolt from the blue, 
disaster fell upon Mr. Capreol. The 
directors of the company “‘animated 
by jealousy, dismissed him fron his 
office of manager, but a few days be- 
fore the first sod was turned. 

_ The first sod was turned on October 
15, 1851, and the first passenger 
train was run over the line on May 
16, 1868. The train consisted of the 
locomotive, ‘‘The Lady Elgin,” a box- 
car, and one passenger car. At that 
time there stood opposite the Queen’s 
Hotel in Toronto, a little wooden 
shed. This was the railway station; 
and there on tha May morning, @ 
little more than fifty-eight years ago, 
earliest of Upper Canadian 
There 
| were plenty of passengers, and they 
| were given a hearty send-off by a 
| crowd that filled the station, and the 
vacant space adjacent to the terminal. 
There was no ticket office in the sta- 
tion, and so tickets were sold on 
board the train »y the conductor, 
| John Harvie, in later years an alder- 
man of ‘Toronto. At every staticn 
| along the line crowds had gathered to 
see the novel sight and cheer the suc- 
cess that had attended ‘‘Mad Cap- 
| reol’s'’’ theme. Two hours after leay- 
ing Toronto, the train was at Aurora, 
| twenty-nine and a half miles from the 
starting point.
